D onald R. Perry , the acting di­ 
rector. 
P e rry is a p roduct of the W h ar­ 
ton g rad ua te school at th e U ni­ 
versity of Pennsy lvania. H e'is an 
econoniist and ex p ert on finance. 
For eight y ears before coming to 
W ashington last sum m er he was 
state director of finance for P e n n ­ 
sy lvania. You 3vouldn‘t think on 
the face of it that Donald P erry 
would know all about w h at .some­ 
one 
described 
as the 
B alkan’s 
crazy -quilt kingdom and land of 
unp ronouuceablc 
name.s. 
But a 
little m ore than 20 y ears ago, 
P erry ’s n am e w asn't P erry . He 
wasn’t an A m erican and he was 
fresh from three y ears and seven 
month.s of bitter fighting in the 
gallant little arm y of his native 
Serbia. 


ex tended in 19 41 terms, It might 
be clarified a little by remember­ 
ing some of things that Perry hai 
to say . 
In the first p lace, y ou are go ing 
to read much of the Yugoslavian 
or Serbian p easants. Perhap s no ­ 
w here else in the world does the 
w ord p easant (sely ak) have the 
sam e meaning. T h ere it is a title 
to be p roud of. E ighty -three p er 
cent of the entire p op ulation are 
p easants and there is no nobility . 
It is the one country in Europ e 
th a t boasts of a ruling 
peasant 
dy na.sty . 
Point No. 2, Yugoslavia really 
is a p atchw ork kingdom , m ade up 
of Serbs, Croats, Slovenes, M on- 
tcnegrans, Bosnians and even oth­ 
ers. T heir main p oints of differ­ 
ence, P erry say s, are concerned 
w ith w ho’s going to be sheriff and 
w ho dep uty sheriff—and the dif­ 
ference of religion. P a r t* o f th e 
p op ulation is G reek O rthodox and 
p art Rom an Catholic. In the final 
analy sis. P erry doe.sn’t th ink that 
these diflcrenccs w ithin will sp lit 
the country . •

ing a trip somewhere and economizing by making use pf 
a "share the expense" proposition should beware, it is 
stated by the secretary.of the Warren Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


"The U. S. Chamber of Commerce has just completed 


a thorough study of share-expense travel bureaus and 
have found that persons who travel m that manner may 
find themselves stranded in some inconvenient small town. 
by a driver who departs in the- night—sometimes with 
the passenger's possessions." 


According to the local secretary the report of the 


national Chamber points out that misleading representa- 
tions are made by the so-called bureaus and the individ- 
uals who advertise for some one to "share the expense'', 
and that these use unsafe equipment and unskilled, reck- 
less drivers intent on getting rid of the passengers as 
quickly as possible. 


Therefore, persons who contemplate traveling with 


others should protect themseh es by insisting upon full 
information as to the promoter and upon being certain 
that he is insured in case of trouble or accident. The re- 
port says "The Bureaus apparently do little or no in- 
vestigating as to the reliability of either driver or pas- 
sengers. 
Because of the prevailing poor conditions of 


the vehicles and the necessity of the drivers continuing 
long hours with little rest during or between trips in 
order to make living expenses, the operations add ma- 
terially to the hazards for all highway users."

A Washington Daybook

TT7ASHINGTON — There is 
VV one thing about Wash- 
ington — practically nothing 
can happen anywhere in the 
world but that you can find some- 
one here who knows intimately 
the facts and legends and people 
and countries involved. 


I don't mean at the embassies 


either. Stiff formality, the de- 
mands of diplomacy, make them, 
for the most part, a pretty poor 
source of anything but 
official 


pronouncements. I mean people 
who have lived there or were 
born there and now live here, 
grinding thsir own axes and not 
those of some foreign land. 


That is why. when the eyes of 


the world turned on Yugoslavia, 
I went over to the bus. terminal 
which (never used as such) now 
houses the makeshift offices of the 
Department of Justice's alien reg- 
istration division and looked up 
Donald K. Perry, the acting di- 
rector. 


Perry is a product of the Whar- 


ton graduate school at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. He 'is an 
economist and expert on finance. 
For eight years before coming to 
Washington last summer he 'was 
state director of finance for Penn- 
sylvania. You wouldn't think on 
the face of it that Donald Perry 
would know all about what some- 
one described as the Balkan's 
crazy-quilt kingdom and land of 
unpronounceable names. But a 
little more than 20 years ago, 
Perry's name wasn't "Perry. He 
wasn't an American and he was 
fresh from three vcars and seven 
months of bitter fighting in the 
gallant little armv oC his native 
Serbia. 


An Epic In Blood 
""THEIR history is not just his- 


•*• tory." he says. ''It is an epic 


written in blood. For centuries 
they have striven to maintain 
freedom, independence and the 
democratic spirit. The Serbian 
peasants have an oft - repeated 
saying. 'I would rather go to my 
grave than become a slave,' and 
thev mean it.'' 


As the story of the Balkans is 


extended in 1941 terms, It might 
be clarified a little by remember- 
ing some of things that Perry has 
to say.

On A Busy Highway 
TN THE third instance, Yugo- 


, •* slavia is on the Balkan penin- 


sula which is ''the land bridge 
between Europe and Asia.'' It has 
been the main highway of the 
armies of Alexander the Great, 
Attila the Hun, Ghengis Khan, 
the Turks and the Crusaders. 
Bismark said that no one could 
control Europe or the world with- 
out controlling this land-bridge. 
Perry calls that "'Bismark's Sym- 
phony in 5-B Major—Berlin, Bu- 
dapest, Belgrade, Bosporus and 
Baghdad."' Whoever owns it. will 
control the Black Sea and the 
Dardanelles—"the jugular vein of 
the economic life of Russia"—and 
be in a position to threaten the 
Suez, England's lifeline to the 
East. 


"So vou see." says Perry, "the 


turbulent history of Serbia has 
been one of storms from without, 
not within. All they want is to be 
left alone, but apparently they 
can't be. because they have built 
their homes on a too busy high- 
way. Whatever happens, I feel 
certain they will never capitulate 
to the demands of any interna- 
tional bandits.'1
